Then 
Kern shot directly at the robber. Fenker- 
hauser continued to advance towards the po- 
liceman. 

Again. Kern fired—now almost within 
reaching distance of the young fellow. The 
bullet caught him in the head and entered his 
brain. He fell to the sidewalk, and died he- 
fore a physician could reach his side. 

Holland and Amund, who had disappeared 
when Fenkerhauser released them, returned 
with reinforcements. They had notified the 
police and the patrol wagon was soon at the 
corner. The robber’s body was taken to 
Thompson's undertaking rooms, 512 Califor- 
tia avenue. It was discoveted there that 
both bullets fired by Kern had taken effect. 

Fenkerhauser had run forty feet with a ball 
in his lungs, The holdup and the killing oc- 
curred almost in front of his own home. 


Not His First Crime. 

According to the police, Fenkerhauser had 
often been in trouble. He was arrested last 
year a number of times. 

“We two were walking along talking to- 
gether when all at once the robber was in 
front of us, said Mr. Holland. We stopped 
as he pointed a revolver at my head. 

„Throw up your mits and do it quick,’ 
said the fellow and we did. He pushed the 
pistol right against my cheek. I Was 80 
scared that I didn't have any idea of what 
to do. 

“It seemed as if we nas been standing 
there for hours when all at once the fellow 
turned and started away from us. I did not 
think at first that it was a policeman, for 


he was not in uniform. In a second there 


was a shot and then the man ran. Soon after- 
ward he was dead.

The idea has*gone out, the congressman 
said, that if the state loses its suit against 
the Economy Light and Power company of 
Joliet‘ it will take most of the $20,000,000 to 
buy up the rights claimed by the company 
at Dresden Heights, and this is being used’ 
as an argument against voting the bonds. 
This idea the qongressmen combated vigor- 
ously. 

He asserted that even if the state lost its 
lawsuit it could build its own deep waterway 
from Lockport to Utica without using the 
Desplaines river or paying any attentton to 
the Economy conipany at all, and it would 
not cost over $1,500,000 mere than contem- 
plated in the present plans. The project had 
been declared perfectly feasible by compe- 
tent engineers. 

The congressman enlarged on the potential 
water power that could be deVeloped by the 
state, and said it would be a good investment 
for Illinois to invest the $20,000,000 if only to 
secure the power it could sell, letting all con- 
siderations of a deep waterway go. On this 
point he said: 

After you have accomplished this work, 
let us see what we have got. We have in the 
neighborhood of 140,000 horse power that is 
worth to the state of Ilinois $3,000,000 a year. 
We are not asking an increase of the tax. 
We are not asking that the people of the 
state shall pay this money as we in Chicago 
have paid it out of our pockets to build the 
drainage canal. We are asking for the state

Antagonism in Legislature. 
A great deal of antagonism was raised 
in the legislature because of the methods 
used by the opponents of the bills) which 
antagonism was expressed by the passage of 
the Allen-Lantz bill ordering the governor to 
remove all obstructions from the Desplaines 
and Illinois rivers and to allow no more to 
be put in, and by the appointment by the 
house of a committee to investigate the af- 
fairs of the [Illinois and Michigan ohnal 
“Tt is ta be hoped that the information 
which the Banitary district has been able to 
present to this committee will lead to its rec- 
ommending constructive legislation, which 
will accomplish as much as would the pas- 
sage of the bills which your board was in- 
etrumental in preparing.“ 


Question of Calumet Branch. 


With reference to the-refusal of the United 
States engineering department to allow the 
board to build the Calumet branch of the 
drainage canal, the report says: 

“The question is now about to be sub- 
mitted to the United States courts for de- 
cision. The question is an exceedingly c 
plicated one, involving the most expert knowl- 
edge on sanitary and hydraulic matters and 
of constitutional law.

Cheapening of Electric Power.

Sanitary Board Only Temporary.

It was organized to do a 
specific work, and when that specific work 
is ended it should not be continued, to fall 
into disrepute and disuse, as other similar 
bodies have done. Upon you devolves the 
duty of big Sd its affairs so that it may 
most easily be taken over by some other 
body. 

„Various plans of ending the district have 
been sug d. . The proper solution 
seems to be this: 

„Let the present form of organization 
complete the original drainage scheme, which 
includes the draining of the Evanston and 
Calumet additions, the widening of the Chi- 
cago river and the main channel, and the 
extending of the main channe to ite proper 
terminus at Lake Joliet. From this point 
on, the state and federal governments should 
take charge and carry the deep waterway 
through to the gulf of Mexico.

These can be attended to by executive 
officers to be appointed in some way which 
the future will determine.“

been conveyed to the secretary within the 
last few days.

Im view of the latter announcement it 
was asaumed that any tender or intimation 
of his coming to New York as president of 
the Knickerbocker company had been defi- 
nitely. rejected. 

A friend of the secretary, who is in a posi- 
tion to know, said tonight: 

Mr. Cortelyau is going to stay where 
he is, as secretary of the treasury, until the 
end of Mr. Roosevelt's administration. 1 
am confident that he has not seriously en- 
tertained any proposition involving his res- 
ignation from the cabinet.“ 


Fate of Bank Concerns President? 

Behind the offer to Secretary Cortelyou 
are some pectiiar facts, according to men 
familiar with the inner affairs of the Knick- 
erbocker. President Roosevelt, it is declared, 
is deeply interested in the fate of an account 
with the Knickerbocker Trust company, 
which showed a balance on Oct. 22, the day 
the institution closed. of $55,610. 

Various bank presidents of the city have 
been told that this money belonged to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and was deposited by hie 
brother-in-law, Douglas Robinson, who at 
times has acted the president’s financial 
adviser. In who name the 355,610 now 
stands could not be definitely ascertained to- 
day. It is known Mmost to a certainty it 
is not in the name of Mr. Roosevelt. It is 
believed to be in the name of some member 
of his family. 

Hence it is said he desires Cortelyou to 
take hold of the company and save as much 
as possible from the wreck. 


WANTS NATION TO OWN BANK.

Representative Fornes of New Tork In- 
troduces Bill to eate Concern 
with $100,000,000 Capital. 


— 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.— The establish - 
ment of The United States National Bank 
of America’’ is provided for in a bill intro- 
duced in the house today by Mr. Fornes of 
New York. | 

The bank, as conceived, is to be located in 
Washington. It is to have a capital stock 
of $100,000,000, divided into 100,000 shares of 
the par value of $1,000. a 

Three-üfths of these shares are to be pur- 
chased by the United States treasurer at par, 
the purchase money to be raised by the sale 
of $60,000,000 United States gold bonds, pay- 
able in fifty years and bearing 3 per cent in- 
terest, the same to be designated United 
States currency bonds.“ 

Two-fifths of the shares are to be offered 
at not less than par to the national banks of 
the country, to be paid for in gold coin. 

The bank may issue additional notes of 
“The United States National Bank of Amer- 
len in amounts not exceeding $400,000,000, 
and such notes shall be available for general 
national bank circulation upon deposit of 
proper security. 

Four per cent annual dividends may be paid 
to stockholders on the bank's earnings.

While he frankly spoke about the situation 
in his native state to the senators, there is 
reason to believe he made a special point of 
the fact that the Ohio senators had not been 
consulted, and that it was due to them that 
the senate should stand by the custom of 
having the senators recommend appoint- 
ments. 

But beyond this the sentiment in the sénate 
is distinctly dgainst the administration, and 
there was a great deal of quiet chuckling to- 
day over the way in which the president had 
been turned down. It may be that tne presi-

REBEL AGAINST BANK WAYS, 


In Banquet at Midday Club They De- 
clare for Ind4pendence. | 


A plan for a’** commercial clearing house 


houses could settle their debts and collect 
their bills among themselves: without re- 
course to the bariks—was launched last night | 
at the meeting of the Chicago Credit Men's 
association at the Midday club. 

The proposal was enthusiastically received 
by representatives of 350_large business 
houses. A resolution was passed to appoint 
@ special committee to make an investigation 
with a view to devising ways and means 0 
put the plan irito operation. 

The originator of the plan is George Landis 
Willson, head of the hardware firm of F. Cor- 
ten Wilson & Co. His plan is simply the 
adaptation of the “ bankers’ clearing house 
system to the needs of mercantile affairs. 
He would have the large mercantile houses 
proceed at once to effect debtor and creditor 
settlements among themselves by the ex- 
change of canceled checks, in a manner sim- 
Uar to the settlements made by banks, with- 
out the necessity for the exchange of real 
money. - 

Just Like Bank System. 

These mercantile settlements would be 
made on the basis of the values of sound mer- 
cantile accounts. It was declared by Mr. 
Wilson to be * exactly the same system as 
that now employed by the banks in the clear- 
ing house arrangement. In concrete, prac- 
tical form it would, he said, work out in this 
wa

Vicksburg, Miss., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—The 
right of the southern planter to hold ignorant 
foreigners in slavery despite human and 
statute laws has been vindicated. 

The grand jury in session here has refused 
to indict O. B. Crittenden, owner of Sunny- 
side plantation, whom the federal govern- 
ment accused, along with other planters, of 
violating the,peonage law. 

The inquisitors heard the evidence which 
the federal government had obtained, lis- 


tened to the statements of the victims of |

Crittendén’s claim was that the foreigners 
obtamed money from him after agreeing to 
work and then tried to run away, so that he \ 
was compelled to have them arrested. :

GUN BATTLE IN SAND DUNES 


Two Laborers Killed and Police- 
man Shot Through Nose. 


TWENTY ARRESTED AT LAST 


Three Gary Coppers Fight Till Two 
More Arrive, Then Win. 


Two men are dead, one policeman wound- 
ed, and several workingmen injured as the 
result of a pitched battle last night between 
three Gary, Ind., policemen and thirty Hun- 
garian railroad laborers. 

Guns and revolvers were fired and knives 
thrown, but, though they were outnumbered 
ten to one, the policemen made seven arrests 
and stood their ground until reinforcements 
arrived, when thirteen more men ‘were 
captured. 

Several escaped through the sand dunes. 


Battle Lasts for Hours. 

The fight occurred at the camp of the Hun- 
garians, one mile west of Gary, and the bat- 
tle was of several hours’ duration. Potice- 
man Fred Miller fell in the firet hour with a 
bullet_through his nose. 

He pluckily resumed his post, however, and 
remained with his comrades, John Mulcahy 
and Charles Catey, until the end. 

The noise of the firing was heard at Gary 
and two remaining policemen went to the aid 
of Miller, Mulcahy, and Catey. ° 

They found the Hungarians intrenched 
behind one sand dune, whiie the policemen 
had taken a position behind another. The 
arrival of the police reinforcements dis- 
heartened the Hungarians, and some fied at 
once. The others were captured within a 
few minutes. : 


Attack on Negro the Cause. 

The Hungarians had been working on the 
tracks of the South Bend railroad. During 
the afternoon several of their number de- 
stroyed the tent of a negro laborer and when 
the latter sought redress at the camp he was 
fired upon. A railroad watchman who 
sought to aid the negro also was compelled 
to flee. Warrants then were sworn out and 
the policemen went to the scene early in the 
evening. A shot greeted their demand for 
surrender and the battle followed.

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 15.—The Lumber Car- 
riers’ association of the great lakes decided 
today to cut operating expenses.

There are 825 boats engaged in the lumber 
trade on the lakes. Their loading and un- 
loading gives employment to hundreds of 
men. 


PIONEER TEACHER DIES IN CITY. 


Mrs. Nancy Hill Nickerson, Who 
Taught in Barn in Early Days, 
Passes Away. 


Mrs. Nancy Hill Nickerson, who died Tues- 
day evening at her residence, 3291 Langley 
avenue, was one of the pioneer residents of 
Chicago. She was born in 1823, and came 
here from northern Maine in 1844. She was 
a teacher in the early days, and her school 
was in a barn. 

In 1849 she went to Boston, where she com- 
pleted her studies, and returned to Chicago in 
1859, when she purchased half of the Cleaver 
farm, located at what is now Thirty-minth 
street and Cottage Grove avenue.

‘Expect Many to Go West. 

The old adage, that it’s an ill wind which 
blows no good, is aptly illustrated in the west- 
ern land business, said a traffic official of 
the Harriman | yesterday. “ Even if the 
backbone of the panic is broken there is bound 
to be a period of depression, as it is a presi- 
Gential year, and the men who have a few 
thousand, or a few hundred dollars even, will 
look to land ag a good investment. The west 
is filling up rapidly, and each satisfied set- 
tler attracts one or two more. Moreover, 
irrigation hag shown that the western land 
is extremely fertile.” 

To prove that unsettled financial conditions 
prove beneficial to the land agent, figures 
were produced showing that in 1903, which 
was a slack businese year, the Southern 
Pacific handled 93,547 passengers on col- 
onists’ rates, Last year the same road han- 
Gied 65,201 passengers on the same rates. 
These colonists’ rates are, perhaps, the best 
indication of the number of actual settlers, 
as they are. second class tickets and good for 
but one way. The homeseeker rates, on the 
other hand, are good for first clase tickets and 
for round trips only. 

There will be a slight increase in colonists’ 
rates this year. The maximum from Chicago 
will be $38, as against $33 last year, and $49.20 
for the full first class one way fare. 


Will Consider Telegraphers’ Hours. 

It developed yesterday that the conference 
between President Roosevelt and the vice 
presidents in charge of operation o. several 
of the western lines, which has been set for 
Jan. 27, has to do with the nine hour railroad 
telegrapher law. This law takes effect 
March 1 and provides that after that date 
nine hours shall constitute a day’s work for 
a railroad telegrapher. Since it is impossi- 
ble to divide equally the twenty-four hours 
in the day by nine the operation of the law 
will be to restrict the working day of teleg- 
raphers to eight hours. The operating offi- 
cials claim it will de impossible to comply 
with the law at this time, and if they are 
compelled to put in inexperienced telegra- 
phers the result may be disastrous to train 
service, 


Railroads Defend Freight Rates. 

The railroads in the Tranecontinental 
Freight association are preparing to defend 
their action in demanding a 20 per cent in- 
crease in the freight rates when the shipper 
will not release them from claims for dam- 
ages to goods while in transit. Shippers on 
the Pacific coast have announced their inten- 
tion of contesting the rule, which they de- 
clare is in effect a flat increase of 20 per cent 
in the freight rates. The railroads contend 
the 20 per ent additional is to cover {ngur- 
ance.

GOOD FOR NEW YORK CITY. 
The United States 2 per cent bonds are 
' gelling at 105: If it were not that they 
are usable as security for bank notes they 
would be below par. The ordinary in- 
vestor does not look on 2 per cent as an 
adequate return. If it were possible to 
use other securities as government bonds 
are used, would their value be enhanced? 
The natural presumption is that it would 
be, even though such securities could be 


utilized as a basis for currency on emer- 


gency occasions only. 
The securities whose use is authorized 
by the Aldrich measure are good state, 
county, and municipal bonds and certain 
high grade railroad bonds. State bonds 
may almost be considered a negligible 
They aggregate only $220,000,- 
000. The municipalities are.the heavy 
_* borrowers. In 1902, according to a state- 
ment of the bureau of the census, the 


eredited to the New England states, New 
York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania. 
The Greater New York is the chief 
‘debtor among American municipalities. 
At the close of 1906 its funded debt was 
57 16,000,000, of which $525,000,000 was 
held by the public and $191,000,000 by 
the sinking funds. The debt has grown 
since then. New York City securities 
could and would be used largely by the 
local national banks if they were author- 
med to use them as a basis for currency. 
If the Aldrich bill were to pass as it 
stands, and an artificial value should be 


imparted to the securities specified by it, 


it seems as if the city of New York would 

be a conspicuous beneficiary. Presuma- 
‘bly it would be able to borrow on better 
terms. Its last loan, made shortly before 
the panic began, was at 414 per cent. 


DEFECTIVE STREET SERVICE. 

The prevailing discontent with the in- 
efficiency of the superintendent of stre*ts 
is abundantly justified. It is not the first 
time that this official has been under fire 
of popular censure. He would have been 
removed from his position seven years 
ago by superior officers of his own polit- 
ieal faith had it not been for the inter- 
vention of the court. His absence from 
his post of duty when he 1s likely to ne 
most needed in order to take a pleasure 
trip to a sunnier clime is but one of the 
grounds of criticism. 

The superintendent of streets has one 
of the most responsible positions in the 
city administration.

THE CURRENCY PROBLEM. 
III. 

In response to the demands of the situ- 
ation the bankers’ currency commission 
will meet in Chicago on Saturday, for 
what specific purpose it is not announced. 
It may be presumed that inasmuch as 
the so-called Fowler bill is a product of 
their labors, a larger number of the com- 
mission will agree upon that measure 
than upon any other plan propossd. But 
if they are meeting solely for the purpose 
of reaffirming their faith in thelr own 
bill, the conference probably will be frult- 
less. 

Neither the Fowler bill as originally 
introduced nor the Aldrich bill as it 
stands can be passed. The advocates of 
the central bank and those who are in- 
clined to indorse the new bill prepare: 
by Mr. Fowler’s committee need not 
waste their breath in support of either 
plan. Both measures are too revelution- 
ary, and publie opinion is determinedly 
opposed at this time to anything which 
savors of a central bank. : 

It will be of no use to present the ad- 
vantages of the Canadian currency sys- 
tem, which, however useful in that little 
country, is hopelessly distasteful to the 
great majority of American bankers. 

There are three plans which are really 
entitled to the consideration of the com- 
mission if it proposes to make a recoin- 
mendation after the Saturday meeting: 

1. The currency commission, or Fowler 
bill. 

2. The Aldrich bill. 

3. To legalize the issue of bank notes 
similar to the clearing house checks, guar- 
anteed by the clearing house committees 
and secured by collateral approved by 
them. 

The last plan has received less attention 
than the first two, but is equally entitled 
to consideration. However, it is dubious 
if it can get that consideration in con- 
gress, because public attention through- 
out the country. and in Washington has 
‘been concentrated on the first two plans, 

Any legislation which may be had «ut 
this session of congress must of necessity 
be remedial and not radical. It must de 
in the nature of an amendment to the 
present system, rather than a substitute 
for a currency to which the people are 
accustomed and in which, on the whole, 
they believe. That would be accom-

or the Fowler bill, or a measure contaia- 
ing some features_of both and excluding 
those features“ which are objectionable to 
the supporters of one measure or the 
other. 

The time has come for sensible men to 
prepare to do something. All legislation 
is a result of compromise, and the cur- 
rency commission can serve the banks and 


reconciliation. of different views in the n- 
terest of a practical and moderate refor’n 
of the currency. 


PNEUMATIC MAIL SERVICE. 


There is no question about the value 
or the desirability of the pneumatic tube 
mail service. It is one of the approved 
methods which have been adopted for ex- 
pediting business. The more extensively 
the principle is employed in the handling 
of mail matter the better the service in 
that important department of modern gov- 
ernmental administration will be. The 
abandonment in Chicago of a plan which 
has proved successful in other large cities 
would be a distinct step backward. 

For this reason careful consideration 
should, be given to the plea of the officials 
of the Chicago Postal Pneumatic com- 
pany. ‘They claim that the terms of the 
ordinance relating to their enterprise are 
too severe. They have distovered this in 
connection with attempts to sell bonds for 
extensions, They have constructed about 
nine miles of trunk lines and have had 
the thought of an ultimate service in 
Chicago covering a-hundred miles. But 
men of means refuse to buy the bonds 
because of the provision in the ordinance 
which makes the city the owner of the 
physical equipment of the company at the 
expiration of the twenty year term for 
which the privileges are granted. 

Tife ordinance has fifteen years yet to 
run. It contains a 6 per cent compensa- 
tion clause, although in other places the 
installation of the pneumatic service has 
been deemed such a gain to busigess in- 
terests that perpetual ordinances Retin: 
compensation have been offered to secure 
it. The company declares iis willingness 
to pay the compensation demanded by the + 
Chicago ordinance, in spite of the unfavor- 
able comparison with the propositions of 
other cities. It does not oppose the idee 
of eventual municipal ownership. But it 
does believe that the confiscation clause 
should bé omitted in favor of one which 
will provide for purchase at a fair price 
of the plant when the franchise term ex- 
pires. 

As a still further hardship it is set 
forth that in case of the construction of 
a subway, which now seems a necessity 
of the immediate future, it will be neces- 
sary to go to great expense for relaying 
the tubes in the subway as provided in 
the ordinance. An enterprise of this char- 
acter cannot he financed without large 
outlay. Money will not be forthcoming 
for a project which does not promise a 
safe investment and a sure return. The 
considerations which the company officials 
mention make their appeal wore of care- 
ful examination. 

If it is found that the claims of these

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A THE ALDRICH BILL. 


NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


IR ARTHUR VICARS, whose name is | 


just at present much in the public eye 
in connéction with the mysterious dis- 
appearance last year of the jeweled 
regalia of the Order ot St, Patrick, of 
which he is the official custodian, is, as Ulster 
king of. arms, the chief of the heraldic de- 
partment of Ireland, and as such the prin- 
cipal director of all Irish state jals, 
The office of ulster has been in existence 
since its creation in 1552 by King Edward VI., 


who appointed a certain Bartholomew But- 


ker, by royal letters patent, to “ undertake 
the care of arms, and to be of service to all 
good men at home and abroad.“ 

Ulster possesses a greater degree of au- 
thority than the garter king of arms in 
England. , 

For whereas the latter is subordinate to 
the duke of Norfolk, who, as earl marshal, 
is head of the College of Heralds in London, 
Ulster, in his own sphere, is supreme in Ire- 
land, and responsible only tothe crown. 

Another point of difference: is this; that 
whereas the College of in London 
is only a semi-official corporation, holding 
office by virtue of a royal e er, the Irish 
office of arms is a government ent. 

Sir Arthur’s predecessor was Sir Bernard 
Burke, who was celebrated from one end of 
Europe to the other az one of the most emi- 
nent and at the same time complaisant of 
genealogists, andshe remains on record as 
the author and originator of Burke's Peer- 
age, now a standard work of reference. 

Sir Arthur Vicars in the same way has 
taken over the editing of ‘‘ Lodge’s Peerage,”’ 
a volume which nowadays has acquired quite 
as much prestige as Burke's. 


— 

As Ulster king of arms Sir Arthur has 
been until now the sénior officer of the house- 
hold of the lord Heutenant and in proces- 
sions he rides or strides immediately in front 
of the sword of state. 

He decides upon the quality of the candi- 
dates for presentation at the viceregal draw- 
ing rooms and levees at Dublin castle, and 
arranges the royal and viceregal entries into 
Dublin 

He is likewise the permanent officer of the 
Order of St. Patrick, and his seal of office is 
necessary to give legal value to patents of 
Irish peerages and to the appointment tothe 
Order of St. Patrick. 


His office is situated in Dublin castle, under 


the Bedford tower, in the upper quadrangle, 
immediately facing the principal entrance to 
the viceregal apartments, and is one of the 
more modern of the group of buildings which 
go to make up the castle, although it dates 
from the beginning of the reign of the 
Georges—that is to say, some 200 years ago. 

Sir Arthur is president and one of the 
founders of the Kildare Archeological so- 
ciety and alsa of that quaint body of col- 
lectors, the Ex Libris society, who make the 
gathering of book.plates their special hobby. 

He is about 37 years of age, possesses a 
keen sense and fund of humor, is a bachelor, 
a member of the Kildare club, a son of the 
late Col. Vicars, who commanded the Sixty- 
first regiment, and on official occasions 
wears, with a cocked hat, over a scarlet and 
gold uniform, a gorgeous tabard, on which 
are embroidered in gold the royal arms and 
heraldic devices of Ireland. 

— 

If I am giving these data about Sir Arthur 
Vicars, it is because we are likely to hear 
a good deal more of him within the next 
week or so ih connection with the official 
inquiry inte the mysterious theft of the re- 
galia of the Order of St. Patrick, which took 
place on the eve of King Edward’s visit to 
Ireland last year, and prevented the investi- 
ture of Lord Castletown as knight of the 
Order of St. Patrick from taking place. 

Sir Arthur is, as I have stated above, the 
official custodian of the regalia, and it seems 
that some two or three months ago the gov- 
ernment asked for his resignation, on ‘the 
ground of his having failed to take proper 
precautions for the safety of the valuables 
in question. 8 

Sir Arthur declined to resign, demanded a 
court of inquiry, selected Timothy Healy, 
M. P., the cleverest of all the members of the 
nationalist party, as his lawyer, and last 
week declared with his counset that he would 
no longer take part in the meetings of the 
court of inquiry unless its proceedings were 
public. His attitude has been that of one 
who feels his skirts clear, and who declines to 
be made a scapegoat for the real offender. 

It is said that the king is quite as deter- 
mined as Sir Arthur Vicars for the com- 
plete elucidation of this mystery, which has 
given rise to all sorts of odd stories. 

While some of the latter are of an extrava- 
gant character, they are all united on one 
point—namely: that the theft, whether per- 
petrated for the sake of mere plunder or for 
the purpose of embarrassing the present 
liberal viceroy, Lord Aberdeen, and his equal- 
ly liberal king at arms, Sir Arthur Vicars, is 
the work of no ordinary criminals, but of 
men of rank, either by birth or office. 

In fact, so convinced have the police been 
of this that from the outset they have shown 
a marked disinclination to move in the affair, 
knowing by sad experience that excessive 
zeal in such cases is not calchlated to recom- 
authorities. 
~ —— 

The duc d' Uses, who is expected here with 
his duchess to attend the wedding of the lat- 
ter’s brother, the duc de Chaulnes, to Miss 
Theodora Shonts on Feb. 15 next, holds the 
rank of premier peer of France. 

The precedence of the dukes of Uzes as 
such dates from the time of Louts XIII., who 
exacted that all persons bearing titles should 
register them at court and prove their right 
thereto by documentary evidence. There be- 
ing much discussion and conflict as to the 
priority and superiority of rank and lineage, 
the king decided that the dukes should enjoy 
their precedence in aceordance with the order 
of their registration, and thatthe one who re- 
corded his name first was to have the prece- 


dence ever afterwards over the peer who 


arrived later. 

Knowing this, the duke of Uzes and the 
duke of Luynes set forth almost simultane- 
ously from Faris for the register’s office at 
Versailles, and each strove to reach there 
before the other. 

The duke of Uzes, finding that M. de 
Luynes was on the point of winning the race, 
deliberately caused his coachman to drive 
into-the Luynes equipage, upsetting it and its 
occupants into the ditch. Then, whipping up 
his horses, he reached the register’s office in 
time to be enrolled as the first peer of the 
realm. 

All the animosity between the dukes de 


Luynes and the Uzes on this account has 


died out and the present duc de Luynes, tenth 
bearer of the title and chief of the family to 
which his cousin, the duc de Chaulnes, be- 
longs, is married to the only sister of the 
duke of Uzes. .« 

— 

The duke of Uzes is rich, or will be 
when his mother, the dowager duchess, dies. 
For she owns half of the Veuve Clicquot 
champagne concern. The famous Widow 
Clicquot was not of bourgeois birth, as gen- 
erally believed, but of noble origin, her 
father having been a Baron Ponsardin. 

Had it not been for the topsy turvydom 
consequent upon the revolution at the close 
of the eighteenth century it is doubtful 
whether she would have been permitted by 
her family to render herself guilty of such a 
mesalliance as that which she committed in 
marrying the Rheims banker, Clicquot. 

Clicquot was a sort of amateur wine grow- 
er, the wines of the Champagne district be- 
ing at that time little known. He died when 
his wife was about 28, and his widow there- 
upon carried on both businesses, developing 
the wine industry and even inventing a 
process for clarifying wine. 

In.1821 she took into partnership with her a 
young man of the name of Werle, who was 
manager of the Clicquot bank, and who had 
saved it from ruin by an exceedingly clever 
act of financial) foresight. By this time her 
wines had acquired such a great celebrity 
that, in conjunction with Werle, she decided 
to wind up the bank and to invest all its 
capital in the wine business. 

Werle’s grandson, now count de Werle, 
allied by marriage to some of the grandest 
houses of the French nobility, is still a part- 
ner in the Clicquot concern. Mme. 5 
survived until 1866. 

She had only one daughter, maria to the 
comte de Chevigne (author of the famous 
Comtes Remols ). and their only daughter 
became in turn the wife of the comte de 
Montemart, and mother, therefore, of the 
dowager duchess of Uzes. 

The latter is consequently the great-grand- 
daughter of old Widow Clicquot, and inher- 
ited all her property, including the castle of 
Boursault, in which the old lady died at the 
‘age of 9

{The Indianapolis News, Jan. 14.] 

The more the scheme of the bill and its 
probable effects are studied the clearer it be- 
comes that the bill, if it becomes a law, | 
will be only a makeshift; that it will afford 
only te 
cipally to the New York bankers and their 
stock jobbing friends. It will not affect the 
general banking or monetary situation. It 
will not in the least add to the elasticity of 


our currericy supply. All it will do will be to. 


allow the issue-of a fixed and limited amount 
of currency ($250,000,000 as a maximum) on 
the basis of certain state, municipal, and 
railroad bonde deposited with the controller. 
Before any such issue can be made the con- 
troller must decide that it is necessary and 
expedient and the issue must bear a 922 85 
tax of 6 per cent. 

Manifestly there is nothing e or 
elastic about a plan like that. Manifestly, 
too, it would be inadequate to afford any 
large relief to a serious crisis, In a country 
of so vast-a population and so enormous 
business /ftransactions, what would $260,000- 
000 amount to in meeting or checking a wide- 
spread money panic, even if it could all be 
issued instantaneously at widely scattered 
banking centers? It would hardly make an 
impression, as was shown in the recent stress 
by the deposits of the treasury. 


Sober Second Thought. 
{The Indianapolis Star, Jan. 13.] 
The inference, not a violent one, is drawn 
that one object of the [Aldrich] measure is 
to strengthen the values of so-called sav- 


ings bank securities which are staples in 


Wall street and chiefly available by New 
York banks. We should be likely to see, 
therefore, competition for these bonds, al- 
ready in demand for savings banks, and sub- 


] sequently just what has happened to United 


States bonds—namely: that their value is 
made such by their availability for note 
circulation that they cannot be withdrawn 
from that use because of the danger of un- 
settling values. 


Whatever its purpose, the effect of the 


Aldrich bill would be to deny the country 
for an indefinite future the boon of a bank- 
ing currency based upon the commercial 
credit of the country as expressed through 
its collateral in the banks, automatically 
and with a minimum of cost, to the needs of 
business, in place of the present costly sys- 
tem, under which capital has to be locked 
away, dollar for dollar, for note issues. 


Two Finaneſial Schools. 

„ {The Washington Post, Jan. 11.1 
We have two schools of finance. One 
teaches that the government dhould issue all 
the paper currency afloat in the land. They 


would set the printing press a-going when: 


ever panic appears on the exchange. 

The other school teaches that it is no more 
the province of the government to supply 
the people with a paper currency than it 
is for the government to furnish the people 
with boots and shoes. 


There is an irrepressible conflict between 
these two schools, and that issue will be 
paramount not a great while in the future. 
Then the thing will ke fought to a finish, as 
was the coinage. 

Meanwhile, it is a condition and not a 
theory before congress. Under our present 
defective system a remedy similar to that 
provided for in the Aldrich bill is the only 
practical resource. 

And ‘the chief objection to the bill is that 
the sum of $250,000,000 emergency currency 
is not a sufficient amount to meet such a 
panle ds overtook the country last autumn. 
It would be nowhere in a panic like that of 
"73 or that of 93. 


A Better Bill. 
{The Hartford Times, Jan. 10.1 
Senator Bulkeley’s bill to authorize an 
emergency currency will be regarded py busi- 
ness men generally as a much safer and 


stronger measure than the Aldrich bill, for 


which it may be substituted. It is an im- 
provement upon the Aldrich measure in at 
least three respects. 

First—It does not permit railroad bonds to 
be deposited with the treasury department. 

Second—The Bulkeley bill will permit an 
aggregate increase of $400,000,000 in the vol- 
ume of currency instead of 3280000 000. 

Third—The Connecticut senator proposes a 
rate of interest, 10 per cent, which would ab- 
solutely compel the retirement of every dol- 
lar of the emergency currency at a fixed date, 
whereas the Aldrich bill names a lower rate, 
which in, the case of many banks might not 
compel such retirement.

Au Adequate Plan. 
{The Boston Herald, Jan. 11.] 

The new Fowler bill for currency reform, 
which has been reported to the house com- 
mittee on banking and currency, is one of the 
most important contributions which have 
been made to the discussion of the currency 
problem. The measure is not simply an 
emergency remedy. It offers a comprehen- 
sive plan of reform. It seeks to go to tila 
root of the trouble and to be a preventive 
of future evils. Despite the announcement 
that the scheme of currency legislation to 
be enacted at this session of congress has 
been finally determined, . measures other 
than the Aldrich bill deserve consideration. 
The Aldrich bill is admittedly a makeshift. 
No one professes that it will reach the cause 
of the evils in the currency system which 
it seeks to reileve. The real currency prob- 
lem is simply postponed. Therefore, the dis- 
cussion of plans for thoppugh reform of the 
currency is not useless.

Aldrich’s Financial Freak. 
[The St. Paul Dispatch, Jan. 14.] 

The Aldrich bill removes that ancient 
legend [‘‘secured by United States bonds] 
from all bank notes, whether they are of the 
ordinary kind, secured by government bonds, 
or the india rubber variety. Instead of the 
old statement it is provided that; 

Such notes shall state upon their face 
that they will be redeemed by the United 
States im lawful money upon presentation 
at the treasury.” 

There are outstanding today about $700,- 
000,000 of national bank notes and the bill 
authorizes the floating of $250,000,000 more 
of bank paper, or about $950,000,000 in all. 
The banks are and will be required by law 
to deposit with the government 5 per cent 
of their issues as a redemption fund, which, 
in such a case, would be $50,000,000, if the 
total issue should be $1,000,000,000. 

Would it be safe banking for the govern- 
ment.to pledge itself to redeem any part of 
that thousand millions, with only fifty mil- 
lions in the treasury for that purpose? 

Of course the government would have more 
than a billion dollars’ worth of bonds as se- 
curity, but would it be desirable to invite the 
necessity of liquidating a great quantity of 
those bonds at one time?

That there was most ominous silence after 
the duet with Germont in the second act may 
have betn due to real interest in the art 
of delivering the simple cantibile music with 
repose, finish, and pathos, or to disappoint- 
ment at the absence of more feats of col- 
orature.

Like the traditional Violettas of old time, 
Mme. Tetrazzini does not appear to bein any 
immediate danger of wasting away with 
consumption. Her figure ie well nourished 
and her face is round as a silver moon. But 
she is a woman of pleasing appearance for 
all that, and her smile is both generous and 
frequent. 

Her countenance cannot fairly be called 
mobile or sensitive, but for the workaday 
conventions of the opera.world it will suf- 
fice. And, after all, her singing is the thing. 

Mme. Tetrazzini has a fresh, clear voice, 
pure in soprano quality and of. sufficient 
range, though in other roles it must perhaps 
disclose its farthest flights above the staff. 

The perfectly unworn condition and youth- 
ful timbre of this voice are its largest charms, 
and to these must be added a splendid rich- 
ness in its upper range. 

Indeed, the best part of the voice, ag heard 
this evening, was the G above staff to high C. 
The B flat tn the Semper Libera was a 
tone of which any singer might be proud. 

In colorature Mme. Tetrazzini justified 
much that has been written about her. She 
sang staccati with consummate ease, though 
not with the approved method of breathing. 

The descending scales she sang beautifully, 
with perfect smoothness and clean articula- 
tion. The ascending scales of the same num- 
ber Were sung in a manner which would not 
be tolerated by any reputable teacher in a 
pupil of a year’s standing.

The most notable shortcoming of Mme. 
Tetrazzini's singing was her extraordinary 
emission of her lower medium notes. These 
all were sung with a pinched glottis, with a 
color so pallid and a tremolo so pronounced 
that they often were not a bad imitation of 
the wailing of @ cross infant. 

Tetraz- 
zini will have a larger measure of real suc- 
cess when she sings the embroidered, mad 
scene of Lucia.“ Greater commendation 
from the public than it.accorded her tonight 
ehe can hardly expect,

Feasible Currency Bill. 
{The Milwaukee Sentinel, Jan. 15.] 


Our currency reformers are, as we under- 
stand it, divided into two main antagonistic 
camps. The adherents of each may as well 
admit that no bill entirely satisfactory to 
either could pass congress. If we are going 
to get a currency law at all its basis must be 
a bill so framed as to challenge violent hos- 
tility from neither of the opposite extremes of 
currency reform opinion—in short, a moder- 
ate. compromise measure that both can ac- 
cept. without doing violence. to principle. 

Neither the advocates of the central bank 
idea nor the advocates of the asset ctrrency 
idea can prevail. So if we are to have any 
progress at all, get anything done to meet the 
demand for legislation calculated to prevent 
a recurrence of financial stringency, it must 
be through a bill so temperate or mediate 
as to stand a chance of enactment. 

The Aldrich bill is drawn to meet that prac- 


tical requirement. 


But perhaps the best thing that can be 
said for the remedial quality of the Aldrich 
bill is that the fact of public knowledge of 
the existence of such a law, with its assur- 
ance of a reserve power of sound currency 
expansion, would tend to prevent the scare 
that causes emergency, and hence the neces- 
sity of actual recourse to the emergency cur- 
rency. Panic is largely apprehension of a 
„money famine.”’

A readjustment of the lease conditions in 
connection with the Ashland block property 
at the northeast corner of Clark and Ran- 
doiph streets, executed Sept. a prior 
to the death of Alexander J. Alexander, the 
owner of the property, was filed for record 
yesterday.

Packers are selling January stuff freely, 
which is something unusual,” said a pro- 
vision specialist. ‘* Practically all of the 
packers are making contract product, hring- 
ing it in and delivering it. As a usual thing 
they buy the product from the small pack- 
ers. Receipts of meats are unusually large 
—1,192,454 lbs today. Hams are now be- 
ing sold at about the same price as ribs, which 
shows that hams are too low or ribs much 
too high. At the current prices for product 
the market could decline %c lb and still show 
an excellent profit in packing, even if hogs 
remained at the same figures as at present. 
Foreign markets are showing the effect of 
heavy offerings, and the ‘chinks’ are be- 
ing pretty well filled up on this side.

There are 78 
vessels now afloat headed to\the Pacific 
coast ports for wheat and flour. These Pa- 
cific coast shipments are what is swelling 
our weekly clearances to such large propor- 
tions. The trade keeps looking for big de- 
clines in the visible supply in consequence, 
Our Pacific coast shipments are of a finan- 
cial benefit to the country, but they are of no 
assistance in reducing the load that specu- 
lators are carrying east of the Rockies.”’
